Cleveland, Dec. 19.—A ruling 
which would compel the Firestone 
Tire & Rubber Co. to pay millions 
of dollars for infringement of 
patents held by the U. S. Rubber 
Co. was upheld Saturday by U. S. 
District Judge Paul Jones. The 


| Firestone company was charged 
| with illegally using the so-called 


“flat band” process of tire manu- 
facture patented nine years ago 
by the U. S. Rubber Co. 


Hearings were held before Carl 
D. Friebolin, sitting as a special 
master. On April 29 he ruled in 
favor of the U. S. Rubber Co 
Judge Jones approved his ruling. 
If the ruling is permitted to stand, 
Firestone would be subject to 
payment of a royalty of from 
one-half to one cent on each 
tire it has manufactured by 
the “flat band” process in the 
last decade.
